“Morning Post,” is that as the Moalem League 
is to some extent a counterpart of the so-called 
Indian National Congress, in which the Hindu 
element is preponderant, there can be no 
question of the Government’s favouring eit'.er 
one or the other organisation. But this is so 
Well understood in India that there is not 
much likelihood of its being the cause of any 
dissatisfaction among the Moslems. 

The British Government, as it seems to us, 
might do worse than take the initiative in the 
promotion of scientific education for the 
benefit of the Moslems of the Empire and all 
other Moslems, There is a wide field in the 
languages, literature, and - history of the 
countries of Islam, all of which are in ag close 
relation with Great Britain as with any other 
European State, It ought to be practicable so 
to develop in the University of London or in 
one or other of its colleges the field of study 
thus described that that university or that col- 
lege should attract students from India, from 
Egypt, and from Persia, and should be able 
to provide highly-trained Moslem professors 
and teachers not only to colleges like» Aligarh 
but to other Indian institations of like purpose, 
to the Gordon College at Khartoum, and pos- 
sibly also to Cairo, where Moslem students 
congregate mainly at present for religious 
instruction rather than in the pursuit of 
knowledge, If London is not thought by the 
leaders of Moslem sentiment in India to be 
the best centre for such an institution there 
ought to be little difficulty in finding ita 
home in India, where the Universities have 
hitherto attracted rather the Hindu than the 
Moslem element of the population. The spirit 
which inspired Lessing’s dramatic poem 
“Nathan the Wise” would certainly appeal 
to many of the leaders of Moslem thought 
in India, who have the breadth of view that 
comes of a knowledge of the world and of a 
liberal culture 

The revival of Islam is a phenomenon which 
has for many years past attracted the atten- 
tion of those whose occupations compel them 
to take an interest either in Asia or in Africa, 
Tt is to some extent the réaction against 
the pressure that has been exercised by 
Europe upon the world of Islam. Perhaps 
the movement in Egypt, ab one time called 
nationalist, which led to the disturbances 
of 1882 and to the British» obenpation, 
was one of ite first manifestations, There 
followed the Senoussi moyement in the back- 
lands of Algeria, perhaps not unconnected 
with the spread of Islam in the interior of 
Africa, which as regarda the regions of tho 
Central and Upper Niger and of the Great 
Lakes is of very recent date. When last 
autumn Mr, Chirol delivered to the Central

OCCUPATION OF SOLLUM. 


The Torkish troops who are ocoupying 
Sol'om, on the Egyptian-Tripolitan frontier, 
are behaving very badly to the Beyptian 
Bedouins in the neighbourhood of the border, 
Oar informent, who has jost retarned from the 
western frontier, states that there are now 
sboat « thonsand Ottoman trodps there. They 
are wellarmed and are still continuing to 
boild forts. They are onder the command of 
Aly Eftendi Ghanem. Ae is the onstom with 
the eoldiers of the Sultan their pry is always in 
arrear, and so they have to subsist often by 
making fureging raids on the Bedouins. Recent- 
ly there was a regular fight between them and 
the Bedouins, and relations are now very atrain- 
ed owing to their contineal'y committing 
depredations at the expenss of the Egyptian 
Bedouins, who detest the Tutke and their con- 
stant requisitions and robberies. 

The Tarks have now bean in occapation of 
Sollom for over two years although it bas al- 
ways been considered Bzyptian territory. In 
1904 the Egyptian G.vernment protested 
against their occupation of that place. The 
frontier line is very vague, as the firman of 
1841 failed to apecify it. The relations be- 
tween the Torks and the Egyptian Coastgoard 
Administration are qnits triendly. The nearest 
Bgyptian Cosstgaard post to the Tripolitan 
frontier is at Sidi Berani, forty kilometres to 
the weet of Marea Matroub.

EGY PTOLOGICAL APPOINTMENTS.

After conducting various excuvations 
at Roman sites iu Bugland, he was drawn into 
work in Egypt, first in connection with the 
Egyptian Research Acconont sod then as as- 
sistant to Professor F.inders Petrie on the ate ff 
of the Egyptian Exploration Fond. In 1902 he} 
was appointed Honorary Reader in Eyyptian 
Archwology by University College, Liverpool.

Increases have 
also been granted to fifteen engineerr, to date 
from Janoary J. 


VACCINATION AT ALEXANDRIA. 


The Alexandria Municipality has supplied 
vaccine to no lesa than 80.000 pereons since 
the beginning cf December. It is estimated 
that before that date ovly aboot a quarter of 
the European popul:tion of the city had been 
vaccinated, and large numbers still are too 
indifferent or too ignorant to underatand the 
extreme necessity of the operation. 

Since the lst January there have been 47 
oases of amall-pox among Europe snr, while the 
huge native popalation has only had 28 cases, 
and the Tarke, Syrians, Armenians, and the 
local subjects (notified collectively as ‘Otto- 
mans”) bave had only 15 cares. 

The nomber of persons vaccinated during 
the Kourban-Beyram holideys has shown a 
remarkable falling-off, and it is sincerely to be 
hoped that in the interests of the public bealth 
of Alexandria this decrease will not be main- 
tained. Frem the Ist December the returna 
for every five days of cares of small-pox in 
Alexandria bave been as follows : December 2, 
5,2, 6, 10, 9 ; January, 17, 12, 6,22, 16. Ths 
Attarin quarter of the city is responsible for 
an enormous preponderance, about 50 per cent., 
in the number of the cases, and this quarter is 
especially inhabited by Baropeans of the poorer 
olnaees.

I refer to the rtqnest of 
Balgaris, one Viluyet, for an exeqnatur fot itr 
Diplomatic Agent in Bgypt, another Vilayet 
Sarely:the Porte has a political conss‘ence 
jast asmoch as any other national entity 
Or is the Sultan a foreign potentate alto. 

Granted that political con: iderations 
have decentralized the former jarisdiction of 
the’ Ottoman Porte to the vassal States of 
Bulgaria and Egypt ; this is in ths gift of th 
Sovereign.
